Records at the U. S. Sugar 
Plant Field Station at Canai 
Point show .that September, 
1950, was the driest September 
since 1932, according to B. A. 
Belcher, agronomist at the sta- 
tion. Oldtimers in the Pahokee 
area go back even further and 
say that it was the driest Sep- 
tember since 1918. O. B. Mce- 
Clure, a pioneer in the Pahokee 
area, corroborates the latter 
statement. a E 

The average rainfàll for this 
area, Since records have been 
kept, during the past 27 years, 
is 55.2 inches per year, it was 
Pointed out. Up through Sep- 
tember this year this section had 
23.5 inches. A total of 2.8 inches 
fell in September. In September 
1932 a total of 2.4 ‘inches fell 
making the past month the dri- 
est September in 18 years. 

Farmers inthe -upper_ Ever- 
glades are’ going” right ahead 
with their plantings. Pumps have 
been reversed'in’ the drainags 
canals and water is being pump- 
ed in instead of out. Some areas 
are entirely too dry too plant. 
Others are made tillable by the 
irrigation system. 

Pioneers remember the fall of 
1932 when on Nov. 6, a rain of 
21.92 inches fell with the ma- 
jority of it coming down within 
the period of a few hours. 

So, gentle reader, if you are a 
farmer or merely growing a plot 
of flowers, don’t worry too much 
about the shortage of rainfall— 
you may get it all in one night 
in the not too distant future.
